pain,  which  Thou  in  Thy  wise  providence  has  sent 
upon  me. 

Thou  hast  commanded  us  to  call  upon  Thee  in  our 
trouble,  and  hast  promised  to  deliver  us.  Give  me 
grace  to  rely  with  unshaken  confidence  on  Thy  glorious 
promises.  O,  leave  me  not,  nor  forsake  me,  for  there  is 
none  that  can  help  or  deliver,  but  only  Thou,  O  God. 
In  Thee,  0  Lord,  do  I  put  my  trust,  let  me  never  be 
confounded.  Give  me  patience  and  resignation,  a  per- 
fect abandonment  of  my  own  will  and  a  conformity  to
